Therefore no ſmall Happineſs, if every Sub- 
ject would conſider, that Trade is the Grand 
Source of this Kingdom's Wealth and Power; 
and that therein our Landed and Trading In- 


tereſt is now fo intervoven, that the Loſs of 


the one muſt, and does, in a ſenſible Part, af. 
fect the other. 

And that 'tis the various Manufacturies car- 
ried on, eſpecially ſuch for Exportation, that 
is the Life thereof; and that our Woolen is 
the Grand Wheel, that gives Motion toall elſe: 
When that ſtands, all is ſtagnated; as *tis in 
return for our Woolen Goods exported, that 
we Import Raw Silk, Mohaire, Yarn, Linnen, 
Thread, Cotton, Wool, and Spaniſh Wool, 
when a free Trade; and various other Mate- 
rials, for carrying on the many other valuable 
Manufacturies and Trades, for Home Conſump- 
tion and Exportation, which otherwiſe would 
drain Us of Calh, as the French Trade does 
now. aud no Gains. 

By which our numerous Poor, Time paſt, 
was fully employed, and the Caſh earned, and 
by them expended, for Neceſſaries of Life, 
circulated through all Trades, and fo to the 
Farmer and Grazier; which have not only 
paid our Rents, but alſo greatly enriched the 
Kingdom 1n genera]. 

Looking back, leſs than 100 Years, on the 
Trade then and now, tho' much on the decline, 
will fully evince, how greatly valuable our 
Woolen Exportation Trade 1s. 

But if look back a little farther, when this, 
(now Trading) Kingdom, was a Stranger to the 
great Gains, ſince acquired by Manutactury,

Your HoNOURS 
Are fully appriſed, that the Wealth of this 
Kingdom does not alone confiſt in Trade, but 
alſo in the Goodneſs and Fertility of our Lands, 
and great Skill and Induſtry of our Landholders; 
which evidently appears, by obſerving that in 
moſt Parts of the Kingdom, there has been large 
Tracts of waſte Lands, for an Age or two paſt 
incloſed, and by Induſtry, made to bear great 
Crops of Corn; and that notwithſtanding ſuch 
an Addition of Lands, the old Incloſiers bear 
their Rents; fully evincing, that both Land- 
lords and Tenants finds their Account therein. 
In ſome Parts of this Kingdom, as well as in 
Ireland, there are yet large Tracts of watte un- 
cultivated Lands; ſuch that now produces 
light or no Gains to the Crown, or to Subjects; 
which if incloſed, by the Skill of our Britiſb 
Landholders, would be made ſome good Arrable 
other Paſture, and ſome good Meadow Lands. 
Some of thoſe Lands, in each Kingdom, 
lies now in Foreſts, Chaſes, Heaths, and ſome 
Mountainious; others in Loughs, Bogs, Moors 
and Fens; ſome large Tracts cover'd, in ſome 
| Seaſons, with Land Waters, and ſome with 
| Sea Waters; ſome inveſted in the Crown, o- 
| thers in private Intereſt; yet not in their 
Power to incloſe, without a Power from Par- 
| liament : And ſome of them might be made 
| Valuable Lands, but would need a joint In- 
| tereſt and Purſe, to drain, and incloſe; which 
if done, would be a general Advantage, to 
the Kingdom and Undertakers. 
In ſome of the dry Lands there are Timber 
Trees, which need not hinder the incloſing; by

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either valuing them, or cut down thoſe that 
are fit : Even ſuch Timber Trees that are in 
the new Foreſt in Hampſhire, where the Tim- 
ber is good; yet when cut down, for his Ma. 
jeſty's Uſe, at the Docks, it comes dear, as 
tho' bought out of ſome of the Neighbouring 
Eſtates: And 'tis a general Opinion, in thole 
Parts, that the Timber in the Foreſt now, 
that is leaſt, is not ſo good as ſuch in the 
Neighbouring Eſtates, nor ſo well nurſt up. 
Therefore with Submiſſion, even in that 
Foreſt, the Trees need not prevent the Inclo- 
ſing of the Land there, eſpecially where the 
Trees are thin; and where they are thick, 
might be incloſed for Timber, for his Ma- 
zeſty: and the other Part, that now produces 
light or no Gains to the Subject, but à certain 
Yearly Charge to the Crown, if incloſed, 
would be of a general Advantage. 

The number of Acres, of waſte uncultivated

Newfoundland is a large Iſland, containg a- 
bout 15 million of Acres, the greateſt Part yet 
unclear'd; and in that Iſland are many good 
Ports and Bays ; the Ifland has been this King- 
dom's near 200 Years; and now about 400 Fa- 
milies are employ'd about the Fiſhery, at the 
Seaſon, a Trade that is of conſiderable Value;

and Trade, would not, with Submiſſion, the 
eſtabliſhing a Society, out of ſuch of the Natio- 
nal Creditors, that might ſee it their Intereſt 
to become Purchaſers, and be Incorporated 
with needful Power, (and if a Power to fiſh 
on the Fritiſß and Iriſh Coaſt, alſo was added, 
as their Agents would always be on the Iſland) 
the Trade would be ſecured ; and by Forts there 
contiguous with the Iſland, Cape of Breton 
might be a uſeful Barrier, in Caſe of a New 
War. 

And as the number of Criminals tranſport- 
ed Yearly, to other Colonies, are not ſmall, 
ſuppoſe ſuch of them that the Company might 
approve of, and would rather go there, might 
be tranſported there; and be under ſome Re- 
ſtriction; but have their Liberty, and ſome 
Utenſils gave them, to ſettle them, and Land 
aſſigned them.

War, in. King William's and Queen Mary's 
Reign, of glorious Memory, when Hain was 
our Allie; Your Hoxovuks will be fully ap- 
pris'd how good our Trade was, when France 
had none of our Wool : Then our Wool and 
Goods bore a good Price; and tho' the Taxes 
was high, yet paid with Cheertulneſs, as not 
felt by a good Trade, 

But on the ſhort Peace, the latter End of 
King William's Reigu, we ſoon ſaw the Con- 
ſequence; Wool and our Trade fell, * 
C as 
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be accounted for, from the Trade; and no way 


Kingdom; and the Farmers, that are full of 
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has been ſinking ever ſince. The French ſoon 
re-aſumed their Woolen Manufactury, and 
have held it ever ſince; for during the War, 
in Queen Anne's Reign, there was Quantitiesof 
Wool run out of both Kingdoms, under many 
Diſguiſes, and many a Ship Load of Wool 
took by conſent, at Sea, by the French, from 
both Kingdoms. 

And at that extraordinary Time of the 
Plague in France, little or none was run; and 
then our Trade was good, Wool bore near 
double the Price it has ever ſince; tho great 
Quantities was Imported then from Ireland: 
a pregnant Inſtance, of the real Cauſe of the 
declining State our Trade is in now, as Franc: 
ſupplies thoſe Markets twenty per Cent cheape 
than we can. | 

Our Wool does now bear ſome Advance in 
Price, ſince. the Queen of Hungary has pro- 
hibited Trade with France; but the Price is a- 
bove Trade; as tis not a general Trade, every 
one is ready to catch at every Opportunity, and 
many Manufacturers now Sell to Loſs. 

Some Advocates in this Kingdom, for Fraxc:, 
makes this little Start on Trade, a Plea for 
France; Saying, 'Tis now evident the great Out 
ery of the Wool being run. is nothing; our Trad: 
2s good, and for France ſhe wants no Wool. 
That may be too true, that France wants no 
Wool; if 'tis fact, as ſome do affirm, that {he 
has now, from this Kingdom, and Ireland, 
more than a Year's Woel by her; and the Ad- 
vance, on the preſent Price of Wool, cannot 


can it be, but from the Wool run out of each

Money, will not Sell but at an advance Price, 
preſuming, that in cafe of a general War, 
Wool will advance. 

Certainly the preſent Start on Trade, can be 
no Reaſon againſt preventing the running of 
Wool, if it was a general Trade; but this 
Trade cannot be long lived, as France have 
took off all Duties on her Woolen Goods ex- 
ported; well knowing as She can Sell ſo much 
cheaper than us, her Goods will ſoon find a 
way through her Neighbours, into Germany ; 
which with Submithon, 1s a ſtrong Reaſon for, 
inſtead againſt preventing the running of our 
Wool. | 

Unleſs it can be demonſtrated, that export- 
ing the Wool, in Wool, is a general Gains to 
this Trading Kingdom, or to any one Subject; 
for tho' the clandeſtine Trader may Sell Wool, 
at twenty per CentAdvance; and buy his Wine, 
Brandy, and Teas. &. twenty per Cent under 
the Market Price; yet 'tis no Gain, whilſt 
he 1s ſelling his Birth-right, as a Briton, and 
ruining his Native Country. 

Or until 'tis demonſtrated that manufactur- 
ing our Wool, and exporting the Goods, and 
employing the Poor, and exporting thereby 
the Native Wealth of this Kingdom, the Effect 
of our Labour in the Goods, and importing 
the Returns, is a general Loſs to this Range 
dom; and in particalar to the Landed Intereſt. 
It muſt remain to us Manufacturers, as a 
Myſtery, why the running of ours, and the 
Iriſh Wool, is not prevented, and eſpecially, 
as. it would enrich both Kingdoms, and tis in 
our Power; | 
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The Enghſh Woolen Manufacturers did ſome 
Years paſt, to the Satisfaction of a Committee 
of Parliament, demonſtrate that every ten 
Pounds worth of Wool, on a medium, exported 
in Wool, eſpecially out of Ireland, was a 
Loſs to this Kingdom in general, of one hun- 
dred Pounds And then they had, before the 
ſaid Committee, Eye Witneſs of Wool Ship'd 
in Jrelaud, Scotland, and England, that A 
the ſaid Wool landed in France, &c. and that 
they helped working it up for the Manufactury 
Abroad, in ſome ſort of Goods, with an equal 
Quantity, and ſome double, of Wool, that 
would not of itſelf, make tolerable Engliſh 
like Goods. 

And proof was alſo then made, of Yarn and 
Wool, pack'd and enter'd out, as Balkey Wool- 
en and other Goods; and Ship'd even from 
London ſome to Pants Abroad, where was no 
Manufacture kent, for the ſake of a Profit, 
where it was wanted. 

With Submithon, tis evident that the ge- 
neral futuce Welfare of this Kingdom cannot 
take Place, ſo long as any Wool is run, and 
worthobſerving that the Wool grown inlreland 
is generally a deep Wool, and tis the beſt of 
that which is run; and one Pack of that being 
run, is as great a Loſs to this Kingdom, as five 
Packs of our ſhort cloathing Wool, if run ; as 
that gives ſo much more Labour in manufac- 
. turing, and moſt Service to our Rivals, and 
would be to us, 

And as evident, no Law will be duly exe- 
cuted in Ireland, unleſs 'tis for their Intereſt; 
they beinga People faithful to what they deem 
ſo, and the Exgliſß Manufacturers, _ by 

a long

a long Experience found, that the Wool and 


Yarn, imported from Ireland, 1s of a very great 
Advantage in their making ſo neat and cheap 
Goods, for Exportation: And was none run, 
it would be much more ſo, as then they ſhould 
have the beſt alſo. | 

And that Spinning 1s the deareſtMoney earn- 
ed, in all the Parts of Manufacturing, eſpe ; 
cially Spinning in Exgland, ſuch Yarn import- 
ed from Ireland: But was none run, a full 
Trade would fully employ all the Poor, in 
this Kingdom, in Spinning, and other Work; 
much more to theirs and the Kingdom's Ad- 
vantage: It being ever obſerved, that when 
moſt Wool and Yarn have been imported from 
Ireland, then it bore a Price here, and all Hands 
full of Employ, the Effects of a good Trade. 

As Self-preſervation in private Life, 1s a 
Natural Duty, it muſt be fo as to the future 
Welfare of this Trading Kingdom Then with 
Submithon, as the preſent Riches, Grandeur 
and Power of this Kingdom, was acquired by 
Trade, and nothing but Trade can ſupport it; 
it would be our greateſt Happinels, if we real- 
ly herein, . after the . who are ſo 
diligent in incouraging their Trade, in every 
Branch; and value none therein but them- 
ſelves: And had they ſuch a Jewel as our 
Wool, they would not ſuffer a Lock to be 
run; as deeming it not only their Duty, but 
abſolute Intereſt, to promote their future Good 
ſeparate from all other Views. 

Experience being the beſt Guide, with Sub- 
miſſion, as under the ſeveral Means propoſed, 
to prevent the running of Wool; ſome having 
been tried, and others not, are enumerated, 


that

that Your Hoxnovkss may, the more eaſier 
conclude, what would be effectual. Viz. 

In the Reign of King Charles II. ſeveral 
Laws was made, and ſtill in Force, againſt 
running of Wool, G. but of little Effect; 
in the Reign of King James II. a Power was 
gave by Letters Patent, to a certain number 
of Trading Subjects, to put the Laws, againſt 
running of Wool, &. in execution; and in 
the firſt Year of King William and Queen 
Mary's Reign, by an Act of Parliament, a 
Power was gave, to a certain number of Tra- 
ding Subjects, to put thoſe Laws in execution; 
and the Preamble of that Act mention'd the 
Cauſe, which ſtill ſubſiſteth; viz. The Remiſs- 
neſs of the Publick Officers, or rather, with 
Submiſſion, their not doing, what 1s not in 
the Power of any Law, yet in being. a 

But neither of thoſe Powers, tho' much 1 
good was done, proved effectual; they having 
no Power td raife the neceſſary Charge there- 
of, from others of their fellow Trading Sub- 
jects, to carry it on. 

Since that, a Law took place, for a Regiſter, 
a Coaſt Regiſter, to Regiſter all Wool at ſheer- 
ing Time, in Kent, and Suſſex only ; and much 
Good was done at firſt, fo far as thoſe Limits 
extended; but ſoon it was found of little Ser- 
vice; as other Wool, grown out of thoſe Li- 
mits, found their way, in a clandeſtine man- 
ner, within thoſe Limits. 

After that, a general Coaſt Regiſter, all round 
the Kingdom, was under Conſideration ; but 
in as much, as that in Kent and Suſſex, was 
render'd of little Service, by the Wool grow- 


ing out of thoſe Limits, ſo a Coaſt Regilter 
| round 
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round the Kingdom, would be by the Wool 
growing more in Land, in other Parts of the 
Kingdom, it was deemed not worth 5 in 
Practice, as nothing but a general Regiſter, 
in all Parts of the Kingdom, would be effectual. 
Some Time after, a Scheme for a General 
| Regiſter in both Kingdoms, was humbly laid 
before the Parliament by an Engliſh Manufac- 
turer, and a Committee was appointed, and 
the Scheme approved of, as it was for a Gene- 
ral Regiſter, but as the Method of executing 
it, was by the Exciſe-Office, and a charge 
attending it, in the Executing, for permit, an 
Officer to attend at the Subject Houſes often, 
it was not pleaſing to the Trading, nor Land- 
ed Subjects, and therefore not put in practice, 
but the Armed Sloops, on the Coaſts of Ire- 
land was order'd, by which little or no Service 
has been done, tho no ſmall Charge. 
Since that, various Methods have been 
propoſed, one for erecting Ware-Houſes in each 
County, and all Wool at Sheering Time, to 
depoſited there,under the Care of Publick Of- 
ficers, and Sold out at his Majeſty's Charge ; 
at 24, for all Wool, to be Bought by his Majeſ- 
ty, and Sold out when the Subject wanted it, 
at 3d for a Duty of Five Shillings, to be laid 
on each Pound Weight of Wool, but not to be 
Paid, but continued on from Hand to Hand, 
until Manufactured, and then Diſcharged a 
ath for a Duty to be Paid, and a draw Back 
on all Goods Exported, which muſt to the 
Wool grower have been a dead Charge, until 
the Wool was Sold, and many Corruptions in 


each would have Crept in, and not one 
Pack of Wool the leſs Run. 


And 
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fore with Submiſſion, no Method but a gene- 
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And 'tis Evident without a general Regift. 
er, there would be no certainty in the 1. 
that all the Wool grown, was brought to 
the Publick Ware-Houſes; in the 24. how 
would it be certain if all was bought; and in 
the 34. If the Duty of Five Shillings, was laid 
on all; and in the 4h. If the Duty on all was 
Paid, without 2 General Regiſter, and what 
but a general Regiſter will take Knowledge of 
all Wool, and Yarn, in each Perſon's Cultody 
and what uſe tis put to. | 
Alſo a 5th. for a Bounty to be paid, as now 
for Corn, on all Woolen Goods exported ; for- 
getting that our Merchants want no promp to 
export, could they but Sell, at the Foreign 
Markets, their Neat Goods, as cheap as our 
Rivals , which they cannot, fo long as our 
Wool, and our beſt Wool too, 1s work'd up 
twenty per Cent cheaper than we can; and 
had there been a Duty of Cent per Cent on the 
Wool, and paid; yet the French could afford 
to give it, rather than looſe their Trade; as 
the Wool is but one fixth Part of the value of 
the Goods: And five Parts the Manufacturing, 
as ſo much Money earned; by which they 
ain, by every Shilling's worth of Wool, run, 
ve; if the Wool was in price double, then 
they would gain, by the bare Manufacturing 
four, beſides what gained by exporting the 
Goods, which we ſhould was none run. There-

'Tis evident, that in the very Infancy of 
our Woolen Manufactury, for Exportation, 
Your HonoOuURs Anceſtors had a very great 
Care how to improve it; and that it might

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be carefully preſerv'd, order'd Wool Packs to 
be the Seats, in the grand Senate Houſe, that 
it might always be in View: And by obſerv- 
ing the Preambles of Acts of Parliament, made 
in King Charles's Reign, not only Sheep and 
Wool, but even the Fullers Clay was prohibi- 
ted being exported, even into Scotland, that 
our Rivals ſhould no way hurt us; and in par- 
ticular, not ſink the value of our Lands: which 
every Act made ſince, have had Regard thereto. 
By the Addreſs of Parliament, to his Ma- 
zeſty, and His Majeſty s Order, to the Com- 
mithoners of Trade, to form a Scheme for a 
general Regiſter, is a Demonitcation, that 
your HoXouRs was of the Opinion, that no- 
thing but a general Regiſter would be effectual, 
and a Scheme for ſuch, for both Kingdoms 
would humbly be laid before the Parliament, 


when addmitted thereto. 


Many other Propoſals have been made, as 
Neceſſity is the Mother of Inventions, but all 
have terminated in a general Regiſter. only 
differently executed, and with Submuthon, 
nothing ſhort of a general Regiſter, in each 


Kingdom can be effectual, and that which is 


executed at leaſt Charge, and in the moſt plea- 
ſling Method, no way contrary to the Method 
of Trade, with no 1 nor! Bur- 
then, but rather a Help to the Trader, and 
done as by themſelves, muſt not, cannot be 
difagreeable. eng 
And a general Regiſter, that will, in a 
friendly Method, firſt by a general Entry, 
take Knowledge of all Wool in each Perſon's 
Hand, in each Kingdom; and then yearly, 
duly Regiſter all 8 1 at ſheering Time;

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and all Wool when pull'd from the Skins kill'd, 
and not cons oF Force, but by Conſent; it 
will be impoſſible any can be run, but it will 
be known, and the Quantity, and by whom, 
and if any will do it, he will pay the Peralty ; 
and that will cure the Malady, for Time to 
come: For tis not with Wool as with Exciſeable 
Liquors, Malt, or Teas; that if any Quantity 
is miſſing it may be made good, by more made | 
or imported, But of Wool, there is but one | 
Crop in a Year; and when that is known, and 
the Quantity in each Perſon's Hand, at firſt, | 
no Man's Stock can be diminiſhed, or increas'd. 
but the Regiſter muſt know it ; as every Pound 
of Wool will {till be in his View, until tis 
Manufactur'd; as will evidently appear, by 
traſing over the ſaid Friendly e Regiſt- 
er, as propos d to be executed in each Kingdom; 
and done in this Kingdom, at no Charge to the 
Government, and at a very ſmall Charge to the 
Trading Subject: And in Ireland, in a Method 
abſolutely incouraging to the Trade of this 
Kingdom ; and it will be a Means of putting a 
Stop to the running of Brandy and Teas in. 


Your HoNOURS 
Will gleaſe to obſerve, that Time paſt, the 
giving to Ireland any Incouragement, as to her 
Wool, have been by ſome oppoſed; forgetting 
that they are a Part of ourſelves; and alſo; 
that of our own Neceſſity : As preventing our 
own Wool being run, and not theirs alſo, would 
be of no Service; and now, we inftead of gain- 
ing ſomething, by their Wool, we are great 
Looſers : and looſing our Trade alſo : There- 
fore there is an Abſolute Neceſſity, that mob 
theixs 
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theirs and ours, be prevented being run; which 
appear more and more every Day, if the num- 
ber of our Poor, the badneſs of Trade, and 
height of our Poor Rates are conſider'd. 

Some have thought it would be needful, to 
give Irelund a general Power to manufacture all 
her Wool, and export in Goods; provided no 
more Wool or Y-arn be Run, for then we could 
be Rival'd by no more Goods, than that Wool 
did make; But now, as tis run, we are rival'd, 
at leait, by double the Quantity of Goods, that 
Wool by itſelf would make. 

Others think, as Ireland is part of ourſelves, 
and that when Scotland became one Kingdom 
with us, by that happy Union: Sorland had 
Wool, and ſtill work'd much cheaper than 
England; and yet no Reſtraint was put on her 
Trade: and alſo. now Vork/hire is become a 
great Woollen manufacturing part of the King- 
dom, and work much cheaper than the Weſt 


the Welt deſires no Reſtraint ſhould be laid on 
Yorkſhire. 

But tis humbly ſuppoſed, as Ireland has al- 
ready been greatly favour'd, by this Kingdom, 
in her Linnen, fo 'tis poſſible, ſhe may in her 
Woolen alſo: And yet inſtead of being a Loſs 
to this Kingdom, its a general Gains to both ; 
and inſtead as now, we reap no ſmall Advan- 
tage, in making neat and cheap Goods for ex- 
portation, from Iriſb Yarn, that is now 1mporg 
ted, we ſhould then much more. 

And Ireland, inſtead of gaining as now, by 
running her Wool and Yarn, to the Ruin of 
the Trade of this Kingdom, would gain much

Tis evident, our preſent Loſs is great, and 
fature Gains would be greater; but there are 
ſome, that under the e Name of Li- 
berty, and that we are Eygliſh Men, and there- 
fore cannot bear the Thought of having Offi- 
cers about our Houſes: And tho' they cannot 
but acknowledge that a general Regiſter 1s the 
only Means that can be effectual, yet find many 
Faults.

Goodneſs, and as to Colours, in Goods that 
bare one and the ſame Name, or fabrick; yet 
ſome Years paſt, it was deemed, we exported 
upwards of five Millions Value, Yearly, in 
in Woolen Goods, but 'tis fear'd not more than 
three now, altho* ſame little Start now, to 
Germany, 1n Trade.

Will Pleaſe toobſerve that 20 per Cent, pro- 
poſed to be Paid in Irelaxd, as a Duty on the 
Woolen Goods, exported to ſet our Merchants 
and theirs on à Parr, as to the firſt Coſt of their 
Goods, levying that Duty on the Value of the 
Goods Exported, would be attended with ſome

executing a Friendly Regiſter there will be no 
need of taking any Knowledge of the Weight 
of Wool, but when 'tis rough Wool; and as 
ſuch weigh'd up to manufacture and yetabſolute- 
ly more Effectual, than if done by Force, in an 
arbitary Manner; as will fully appear to all 
un-biaſt Perſons, that Examine the ſaid friend- 
ly Regiſter, when Exhibited, As

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By thus Blending, the Intereſt of the Linnen 
with the Woolen, in Ireland, would make it 
the Intereſt of that Kingdom in General, and 
of every Subject in particular, that no Wool be 
Run, and even the Clandeſtine Trader, would 
ſoon find their Account, therein alſo. 

And Blending the Intereſt of Ireland, with 
the Trading Intereſt of Great-Britain, would 
make it their Intereſt of both, to promote each 
the other; and the greater the Demands are of 
our Merchant, at the Foreign Markets for 
Woolen Goods, the greater will the Demands 
be, of our Manufacturers on Ireland, for her 
Wool and Yarn; and the greater the mutual 
Traders 1s with each other, the more Caſh will 

be Earned, and Circulated in both Kingdoms, 
© W through the fair Traders Hands, which would 
Xx W Increaſe a good Underſtanding, and mutual 
Affection for each the other Kingdoms. 
A s Self Preſervation is eſential to the future

And but few Years paſt, thoſe concern'd in 
the Linen Manufactury, in this Kingdom, which 
Manufactury deſerves Incouragement, yet they 
imprudently indeavour'd to impoſe on the 
Public, atteſting that they employ'd more 
Hands then the Woolen Manufacturers; forget - 
ing, that even the Manufacturers of Wool, in 
the City of London and Norwich, made it ap- 
pear, when they petition'd againſt the wearing 
of printed Callicoes, that they employ'd up- 
wards of 300, oo Hands: How great then, in 
a full Trade, muſt be the number of Hands, 
employ'd in the whole Kingdom ! 

TheScheme for a GenetalFriendlyRegitter,in 
Great-Britain, humbly prays, that a Power may 
be gave to all Subjects in this Kingdom, that 
keep, or deal, in Sheep or Lambs, or their 


Skins with the Wool on, and all that Buy or 


Sell, or Deal in Wool, or Woolen Yarn, and 
all Manufacturers thereof, and all Dealers in 
Woolen Goods, and all Merchants that export 
Woolen Goods for them, in an incorporated 
Capacity, to meet at each reſpective City or 
Market Tewn, moſt near their reſpective Ha- 
bitations, and there make Choice of a certain 
number of themſelves, to be, and become 4 
Court of Aſſiſtance, for that City, Town, and 
Diſtrict; to be fixt for each City and Market- 
Town, in the Kingdom; to take Care of putting 
the Laws againſt running Wool, Ge. and ex- 
ecuting

ecuting the General Regiſter, by all needful 
Servants under them, for that Diftrict. 

And alſo by the general Sufferage, from each 
ſuch Court of Aſſiſtance, to chooſe five or ſeven 
of themſelves, to be Commithoners ; to take 
the Care of the Accounts kept, and Manage- 
ment of a General Office for the whole King- 
dom; to be fixt in London or Weſtminſter, with 
needful Clerks under them. 

The Account to be kept Weekly, and every 
four Weeks; and the Year to end the laſt Sa- 
turday in March, and a general Account of the 
whole, to be laid before his Majeſty and both 
Houſes of Parliament, Yearly. 

And all Caſh collected in each Diſtrict, for 
each City and Market-Town, after all Sallaries

That will not deſerve that Name, if the 
Woolen Exportation Trade in this Kingdom, is 
worth preſerving, and eſpecially ſo, as by 
this Scheme there is nothing more to be Paid, 
in the whole method of Regiſtring but only one 
Penny once a Year, for each Pack of Wool, 
when ſhorne from the Sheep, and pull'd from 

the Skins kill'd. | 
The Scheme for a general Regiſter in Ireland, 
is alſo in a friendly Method, agreeable to that 
Kingdom, and done at no Charge to the Go- 
vernment there, yet no Burden to Trade, nor 
Charge in particular to the Traders, and yet to 
the general Advantage of the Trade, of both 

Kingdoms. | 

The whole to be under the Care of nine 
Commiſſioners, at a general Office to be fixt 
in Dublin, four of which Commiſſioners to be 
choſe in Great-Britam, in the ſame Method as 
tne Commiſſioners for the general Office in 
that Kingdom ; and the Five Commiſhoners to 
choſe in Ireland, by the incorporated Company 
there, at a meeting in Dublin and thoſe choſe in 
Great-Britain, and thoſe in Ireland, to be ſuch

The ſaid nine Commiſſioners, being im- 
power'd by all thoſe to be choſe and appointed 
under them, to put the Laws in Execution, 
againſt running of Sheeps, Sheep-Skins, wit! 
the Wool on Wool. and Woolen Yarn, and 
Woolen Goods, and to Execute the ſaid Friend- 
ly general Regiſter, on the Conditions therein, 
humbly Propoſed. 

The Account thereof be kept Weekly, and 
each fourth Week ; The Year to end the laſt 
Saturday in March, and a general Account of 
the whole to be Laid before His Majeſty, and 
both Houſe of Parliament in that Kingdom, 
and alſo in this, and whatever Caſh comes to 
the ſaid Commiſſioners Hands, to be depofi- 
ted in ſome one ſubſtantial Bankers Hands, in 
Dublin; and not drawn out unleſs by a War- 
rant, under at leaſt three Commiſſioners Hands, 
and one of them, to be one of them choſe in 
Ireland.

many other valuable Manufacturies have been 
introduced, and are yet carried on, and our 
Rents Paid, or tis not, and no Method will 
or can Reſtore and Secure, our Woolen Exporta- 
tion Trade for Time to come, but , | 
the Exporting out of this Kingdom, and Ireland, 
all Wool and WoolenYara unmanufactured, Ty 
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will not; and no Means ſo effectual, as a gene- 
ral Regiſter in each Kingdom, or tis not; and 
ſuch a general Regiſter that is Executed, moſt 
agreeable to the Method of Trade, in a Friend- 
ly Way, not by Force, free of all Private Self 
Iatreſted Views, (ſeparate from the general 
Welfare of this Trading Kingdom,) and done 
at leaſt Charge; and done as the general Act of 
the Traders and Dealers, in Sheep, in Wool, 
and Woolen Goods, from the Wool Growers, 
to the Merchants, that export the Goods, will 
be moſt pleaſing and agreeable, or it will not. 

Therefore with Submiſhon, if Your Ho- 
NOUR 6s ſhould think, as the humble Eng- 
lib Woolen Manufacturers does; That Re- 
releaſe to this Trading Kingdom cannot be ad- 
miniſtred too ſoon, he humbly prays, it may 
come under Your Conſideration; and by the 
Wiſdom and Power of the Parliament effected, 
in, and by ſuch Method, as may be moſt meet. 

A General that does diſtreſs his Enemy and 

ſave himſelf, 'tis deemed his Honour and 
Wiſdom, 
Caſh, the Sinues of War, muft be ſupplied 
from ſome Fund; it that Fund be by Trade, 
then ſtopping up the Grand Canal, that ſup- 
.plies that Trade, muſt be very diſtreſſing to 
thoſe whoſe Fund it is. 

As every ten Pounds worth of Wool, run 
ont ot either Kingdom, eſpecially Ireland, is 
100 Pound loſs to this Kingdom; then every 
ten Pouads worth, prevented beingRun, would 
prevent our grand Rival in Trade, putting in- 
to their fund at leaſt go Pounds, and help this 
Kingdom to put into her Fund, 100 Pounds 
more then now, which may on ſome Conſide- 
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ration, be to this Kingdom 190 Pound difference 
to what tis now. : 

Self-preſervation, as tis every Kingdoms 
Right, with Submiſſion, can any Time be more 
proper, to prevent the running of ours and 
the Iriſh Wool; as that would at once revive, 
inlarge, and ſecure, not only our Woolen Ex- 
portation, but alſo our Exportation Trade in 
general , the grand Springs that ſupplies our 
grand Fund, for every Emergency; in Time 
of Peace and War, the grand Source of all our 
Wealth and Power. | 

Would Your HoxovuRs (with the greateſt 
bub miſſion) ſuffer one general Thought to take 
Place, as the Natives of Ireland are by deſcent 
Britons, and the Kingdom always deemed a 
Bruiſh Iſland, and under our Laws, fo long: 
And conſidering where it ſtands, and the many 
fine Rivers, and Sea-Ports in that Iſland; and 
how capable, by its Native Wealth. and Situa- 
tion, of great Improvements: And if add 
the couvitous Eye of aur Neighbours, that have 
been on it, and the great Expence it has coſt, 
more than once, to reſtore it; would not with 
Submiſſion, ſecuring that Iſland from Danger, 
at all Events, by a cloſer Union with this, great- 
ly add to the Weight in the Scale of this King- 
dom's Riches, Power, and Strength on all Oc- 
caſions, in Ch iſlendom. 


An Iſland fo near, and in our Power near 


rv ſix hundred Years, and often Attempts to wreſt 

1d it out of our Hands; and yet not peopled more 
in- with Proteſtants; the Enxgliſh and Scots there, 
his now ſettled, are not much more than one ſixth 
nds part of the other Inhabitants, 
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The Proteſtants Subjects in that Kingdom, 
have been always zealouſſy Affected to the 
Civil Government of this Kingdom; for which 
they have ſuffer'd greatly, more than once: 
And when they conſider how numerous their 
fellow Subjects are, and that they are Papiſts, 

and reflect back on that Tragical Year 1641, 
and the Danger threatned 1688, can hardly 
think themſelves abſolutely ſafe; notwith- 
ſtanding their fellow Subjects, the Papiſts, are 
now ſo very eaſy. 


Therefore wiſh that thoſe of them that may 
be well inclind, had more opportunity, to 
hear what the Proteſtant Religion is, there be. 
ing many Pariſhes in that Kingdom, where 
the Proteſtant Clergy, do not Preach once in a 
Year, not withſtanding ſome of them, receive 
the Income of more then two or three Pariſhes, 
therefore wiſh their Zeal, to propegate the Pro- 
teſtant Religion in Ireland, was one half as 
gout as the Komſb Prieſt, of Popery, in Great- 


Britain. 


The Natives of Ireland, are general a curte- 
ous People, and might be won by a generous 
Conduct; ſome now may be deem'd a Part of the 
Loyal Subjects, and there is more then a bare 
Probibility, that a cloſer Union of that King- 
dom, with this would produce as happy Et- 
fects, reſpecting the Natives as the happy Uni- 
on with Scotland, have reſpecting their High- 
landers, even a Union in Trade, would do 


great Things. 
How 
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How pleaſi ing to our fellow Subject, the Pro- 
teſtants in that Kingdom, and to all in this 


Kingdom, that have Lands, or Friends in 


Ireland, would ſuch a Union be; at once it 
would give a deadly Wound to all Hopes, that 
any may have of intruding on, or deſtroying our 
Religion, Trade and Liberty, in that, and 
this Kingdom. 
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
